DIamhala, the six-year-old son of Omua — Blue 
and White, by Virgil, is atmut to enter tte stud, 
according to aniionuceiiient by bis owuer,' R. T. 
Wilson. Olamltala is the b^t horse ttat ever 
carrieil the colors of Mr. Wilstm and will be mated 
tlie coming spring with the band of well-bred mares 
that .Mr. Wilson has domiciletl >iii Kentucky. Daring 
his five seasons in training, Olanibala won seventeen 
races and $41,317 iu stakes and parses. He was 
piin-haseii for a substantial sum in the summer of 
1910 hy Mr. W’ilson from John i>. Greener of Nash- 
ville. Tenn., who bad paid $130 for his dam while 
she was carrying Olambiila. Blue and White was the 
property of J. H. Warner, of Stunner County, Tfen- 
iiessee, when Mr. Greener made the purchase that 
tamed out so [irofitably. On his dam’s side Olam- 
bala comes from stout, old-fashioned American 
stock, isitent with the blood of Eclipse, bat on his 
sire’s side, bis pedigree is English. Umua was a 
son of Bend Or that -was brought to this country 
by the late Wyndbam WaJd«i, and whose racing 
career was prematurely ended by an early breaks 
down. 

Oiamliala, besides proving his worth as a high- 
class race horse, is described as an animal of 
striking individuality. He is a chestnut of large 
proportions and handsome type. The sobriquet, 
‘‘Big Jim” was affecticmately bestowed upon him 
after be bad joined the Wilson stable and demon- 
strated bis prowess by vanquishing practically all 
of the best horses in training in this country in 
varions important stakes as a three-year-tdd a^ a 
fonr-year-old. He was contemporaneous with such 
stars of the turf as Fits Herbwt and King James. 
The former was his sniieiior aad Olamtiala repeat- 
edly finished second to him in the big eymits 
(‘astern racing. Olambala defeated King James, 
bowever, both as a three-year-old and a fotn'-year- 
«fid. ' 

Olamliala raced moderately as a two-year-dd and 
as a three-year-old he won the Latunia Derby is 
the colors of John G. Greener. Most of his other 
stake successes were achieved after he became a 
member of the Wilson stable. He ran second to Fits 
Herbert iu the Lawrence Realizatira of 1900. was 
third in the Saratoga Handicap, second in the 
Clianiplain Handicap, won the Saratoga Cnp and the 
Twin City Handicap, in which latter event be beat 
King James; finished second to Fits Herbert in the 
Jerome Handicap, then won tbe Municipal Han^imp 
at Belmont Park and tbe ^Imont Park Weight 
for .\ge Race. In his final start as a three-year- 
old, he ran second to Fits Herbert in the Electioa 
Day Handicap at Aiinednct. 

As a four-year-old, after participating in one or 
two overnight races, he ran second to Fits Herbert 
ill tbe Brooklyn Handicap and then siKired an nn- 
bruken sequem*e of brilliant victories in such great 
races as the Suburban Handicap, tbe Commonwealth 
Handicap, the Brighton Handicap, tbe Saratoga Han- 
dicap and tbe Champlain Handicap, repeatedly de- 
feating, among other good hors(», such stars as 
Ballot ami King James. It was on tbe strength of 
this string of splendid successes that such a good 
judge as W. H. Karrick. trainer of many notable 
horses in bis day. spoke of Olambala as follows: 

‘‘Olambala is tbe ideal ‘cup borse’ of America. 
He typifies ail that the horsemen of this conntr.v 
have held dear for years — speed and endurance. In 
my opinion there is not another horse in training 
that can take his measure from one and three- 
quarter miles to four mib‘s. He is the one race 
horse on this continent that could repeat the 
doughty deeds of such stayers as Glenmore, Biisb- 
whaeker, I’arole. Monitor, Ten Broeck. Boston. 
Fashion and Longfellow. If Mr. Wilson wished to 
send him after nn’ords. Olambala conhl. in my (»ti- 
matkm, establish new marks for from one and three- 
quarter miles up to fmir miles. 

‘‘Olambala never had but one master over a dis- 
tance of ground, and that was tbe peerless Fitz Her- 
bert,” continued Karrick. It is no disgrace to Olam- 
bala to sa.v he was inferior to FItz Herbert. Nelthi.'r 
ikies It lessen his greatni?ss at the present time. I 
believe that Olambala has improved so much in the 
last month that even the great Fitz Herbert would 
have all of bis work cut mit to beat him over a 
distance of ground. 

‘‘Mind. I am talking of Olambala as a cup borse — 
from two miles to f<mr miles. While he has won 
' several raci-s over the mile* and a quarter route. 1 
consider this the shortest journey in which he can 
shine. It rakes him a long time to settle in his 
striile and he cannot ra<‘e his best over short routes.” 

Mr. Karrick’s idea that Olambala was above all 
else a borse of tlie old-fasbioned cnp t.viie may have 
lieen eorreet, but he was in addition a borse of 
lirilliant s|>eed at shorter distances, as evklenivd 
l>y file fact that he holds the .American record of 
1:.'i7'/f, for a mile and thn'c-sixti-enths and is also 
joint holiler witli Brisnnstick of the American record 
of 2:02% for a mile and a quarter. ‘The former rec- 
ord went to his credit at Fort Erie .August 2. 1911, 
on which occasion lie carriisl 120 |M>niids. It was 
on July 2. 1910. at Slieejishead Bay. with 122 pounds 
lip. that Olanihala ♦HinaliHl the nsHird of 2:02% for 
a mile and a quarter that Broomstick had made at 
Brighton Beach Jiil.v 9, 1904. with 104 nounds up. 
He had an awkward wa.v of throwing bis fe<‘t about 
for tlie first three-quarters of a mile in all of his 
raci's. Generally he did not Hatten down and really 
begin to run until be had covered five or six fiur- 
loiigs and f(‘lt tbe sting of the whip. Bnt when 
tbonmghl.v aroused he would run smoothly and in 
whirlwind fashion. 

Joeke.v .Archibald, who piloted Olambala in the 
Suburban and Brighton Handicaps that be won, de- 
clared that Olambala was tbe gaiuest borse be ever 
rode. He said tbe borse seemed to labor hard in 
the early part of his races, but that a tonch of the 
whip wunld arouse him and eanse him to tiatt'.'n 
down in earnest. He was not a horse of whims and 
caprici“s. 

Last year and this. Olambala failed to distinguish 
himself as he bad in the two preceding years. He 
started seven times this year, but faik^ to win. 
Last year be woo three races. It is to be hoped that 
be will be as much of a success in the stnd as bi« 
was on tbe track and that he will get for Mr. Wilson 
many a racer capable of carrying to victory the 
colors of that good sportsman and courageous friend 
of the thoroughbred in the days when the breed 
needed friends of Mr. Wilson’s type. The tabtriatlon 
that follows shows in a l■<Hlcrete form the suromar.r 
of Olambala's achievements during bis five seaeoim 
in training:
